State Lawmen 
Plea for Soil 
Conservation

strong plea to Congress for ade- 
quate funds for the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service, particularly so thai 
agency might provide much need 
ed technical services. 


Reps. Mills, Trimble, Gathings 


and Hays, Arkansas 
Democrats, 


all testified in a recent hearings 
before the House Agriculture Ap- 
propriations subcommittee. A re- 
port of the hearings was 
made 


public today. 


Mills 
told 
the 
subcommittee 


there was great interest 
in his 


state in soil conservation work. 


Farmers, he said, have done a 


great deal "of wonderful conser- 
vation work" and could do much 
more if necessary technical ser- 
vices were available. 


In every county in my 
area," 


he said, "I found some farmers 
delaying or 
deferring 
conserva- 


tion 
installations 
because 
they 


could not get needed 
assistance 


from the local Soil Conservation 
Service technicians." 


The reason, he said, is that the 


demands on the technical service 
lar 
exceeds 
its 
resources. 
He 


urged a big increase, a minimum 
of 10 million dollars, in the ser- 
vice's budget for the coming year. 


Arkansas farmers, he said, are 


ready to make strides if given the 
opportunity. 


Trimble likewise urged a hike 


of 10 or 12 million dollars in the 
service's funds for next year. 


"Our people are solid on the 


program," Trimble said, 
adding 


that Arkansas has in Hollis Wil- 
liams, state conservationist, one of 
the top soil men in the country. 


Gathings, who made a 
similar 


request, also asked the . subcom- 
mittee, to provide funds for eradi- 
cation of star grass which he said 
has become a serious problem in 
and around Buffalo Creek in Mis- 
sissippi County Ark. 


"Buffalo creek is a large creek 


and it is really like a small river," 
he said. 


'The water 
normally 
moves 


swiftly but since the star grass 
invasion it is very difficult for the 
water to move at all. The growth 
has become so intense that 
the 


farmers have lost considerable of 
their crops as a result of Hooded 
conditions caused by this grass."

DOGS 


NEW BOOK ON TRAINING 


For those really interested in the 


fine points of dog training one of 
the most interesting books to come 
along in recent years is "Training 
Dogs" by Colonel Konrad Most. 
(Coward-McCann, $5.00) 


A good book for its training hints 


it is of particular interest in its 
presentation . of 
a philosophy .of 


training. 


Col.. M.ost. who headed dog train- 


ing in the German army for many 
years, takes the very realistic po- 
sition that dogs aren't human be- 
ings and don't learn in the same 
way that humans, learn. He says 
in his introduction that his method 
differs from others in that it treats 
dogs, "not as intelligent 
human 


pupils imbued with a sense of duty, 
but as animals beyond good or evil, 
living in a world without moral 
values and learning, not by logical 
thinking, but solely through the 
faculty of memory". 


Col. 
Most 
discusses 
training 


NOT to do bad things—chasing 
cars, killing chickens, etc., as well 
as training to follow commands. 
In both cases, however, he says 
that dogs remember activities only 
as being pleasant or unpleasant 
and it is up to the trainer to make 
them so. 


Since clogs like fondling, praise 


and food, actions which are of 
themselves not particularly pleas- 
ant can result in a pleasant mem- 
ory if they are accompanied by 
one of these rewards. On the other 
hand an activity which is in itself 
pleasant, like car chasing, can re- 
sult in an unpleasant memory if it 
is accompanied by punishment. 


However, the author makes the 


point that the dctual activity must 
be accompanied or immediately 
followed by the reward 'or punish- 
ment. The dog who chases cars 
and 
then is punished when he 


comes home is only learning not 
to com'e home.
